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Nursing student killed by

A 21-year-old UNO student was 
fatally shot Sunday while in the 
drive-through lane of a Florence- 
area Kentucky Fried Chicken. 

Brittany Williams was found, 
deceased, in the driver’s seat of her 
car at the 7601 N. 30th St. restaurant 
at 8:40 p.m. after Omaha police were 
called regarding a shooting. 

She suffered from a gunshot 
wound to the head and died at the 
scene, according to an Omaha Police 
Department statement. 

While police were investigating 
the scene, a white 1996 Chrysler 
Sebring drove through the crime 
scene tape, refusing to stop for 
officers. 

The driver exited the vehicle 
near 29th and Bondesson streets and 
fled on foot. Officers observed him 
throwing a high power rifle to the 
ground. 

The driver was apprehended 
and identified as Kyle J. Bormann, a 
19-year-old Omaha man. 

According to the _ police 
statement, investigators reported 
Bormann was in his vehicle when | 
he fired one shot at Williams from 
over 100 yards away. 

“It appears thus far from the 
investigation that the victim was 
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randomly chosen in this tragic Friends and family erected a memorial for Brittany Williams outside an Omaha 


incident,” the statement said. restaurant, 

Bormann was charged Tuesday 
with first-degree murder and use of a weapon to commit 
a felony. Judge Jeffrey Marcuzzo denied Bormann bail 
Wednesday, citing the seriousness of the crime. 

Murder in the first-degree carries a sentence of 
life imprisonment or the death penalty. The weapons 
charge carries a prison term of one to 50 years. 

During Wednesday’s hearing, Douglas County 
Prosecutor Molly Smith said while being interviewed, 
Bormann had admitted firing a Winchester .243-cailber 
bolt-action rifle equipped with a scope at William’s 
car. 

Bormann’s family issued a statement expressing 
their condolences to the friends and family of 
Williams. 

Williams graduated in 2004 from Northwest High 
School. She was also a junior at UNO where she was

She 
was a pre-nursing student and recently entered the 
University of Nebraska Medical Center’s College of 
Nursing. | 

“This would have been her second week at 
the UNMC in the nursing program to be a nursing 
practitioner,” said Sarah Wagner, a close friend and 
UNO student. “We were in the Goodrich program 
for four years, met her freshman year in 2004. We just 
clicked.” 

Wagner described Williams as a bright, bubbly 
student who had aspirations of helping the 
community. 

Wagner said she saw Williams only a few days 
before Sunday’s shooting.

Charlie Hurt was the second candidate to 
visit campus as possible senior vice chancellor 
for academic and student affairs on Jan. 22 in the 
Dodge Room of the Milo Bail Student Center. 

Hurt answered questions in the open forum 
to more than 35 UNO faculty and staff members, 
saying he would be a successful leader thanks to 
strengths in integrity, understanding and trust. 

Hurt is a graduate of the University of 
Virginia. He earned his master’s degree from the 


University of Kentucky and his doctorate from the 


University of Wisconsin-Madison. Hurt served 


as the provost and vice chancellor for academic 


affairs at the University of Wisconsin-River Falls 
from 2006 to 2007. He is currently serving as a 
professor in the University of Wisconsin-River 
Falls Computer Science and Information Systems 
Department. 

“I, personally, think I would bring creativity 
and a sense of both integrity and trust to the vice 
chancellor position,” Hurt said. “One of things I 
do well is to work with a group of people and to 
help them move forward." 

With more than 20 years of administrative 
experience, Hurt said he would take UNO in a 
new and different direction. 

“I can bring a different perspective to what is 
happening here. I can bring not necessarily ‘new’ 
ideas but ideas that are new to UNO,” Hurt said. 
“[That will] get people thinking and coming up 
with even more creative ideas.” 

He said one of the things he wanted to 
do as vice chancellor would be to increase 
public relations and publicize the university’s 
accomplishments. 

“UNO has an amazing story,” Hurt said. 
“This is an institution that needs to tell its story.” 

He said he saw UNO as a university willing 
to move forward and he was the perfect fit. “I love 
to get out and talk to students about what's going 
well, what’s not going well with the institution,” 
Hurt said. 

The two remaining senior vice chancellor 
candidates, Terry Hynes and Suzanne Ortega, 
will visit campus by the end of January.

Ortega’s public forum will take 
place Jan. 30 at 1:30 p.m. in the student center 
ballroom.

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YWCA, Campus Security provides women with tips for good self defense

Women walking to their cars late at night might 
not think to already have their keys out before they 
reach the car door. They might not think to look in 
the back seat, or even under the car, but these are 
precautions young women should take on and off 
campus. 

UNO student Stacey Schuerman, 32, has a 
night class on Wednesdays, and is always on her 
guard walking back to her car after class. 

“I hold my keys so they could be used to strike 
someone,” Schuerman said. “I always stay alert 
and keep my head up.” 

Schuerman was a correctional officer at the city 
jail before she decided to participate in UNO’s 
athletic training program, she said. 

She learned several self-defense techniques 
such as pressure point control and how to stay 
alert when walking back to her car at night by 
herself. 

Schuerman has never felt threatened on campus 
because she commonly sees security officers 
walking around, she said. 

For those women on campus who do not feel 
as safe as Schuerman, Campus Security is working 
hard to make sure all women do feel safe. 

Paul Kosel, assistant manager of Campus 
Security, said he deals with more alcohol violations 
on campus than incidents of any kind of assault. 

“It happens but very infrequently,” Kosel said. 
“We might have a couple assault incidents a year, 
if that.” 

A woman who is more apprehensive than others 
and walking alone on campus after a late: night 
class should always be aware of surroundings, 
even if she does not suspect anything, Kosel said. 

He also said it is safer for Women to take routes 
on campus they are familiar with rather than cuts 
through unknown places to reach their cars faster 
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in the cold weather. 

“Our campus is safe,” Kosel said. “I would like 
to think part of it is because of my staff.” 

Over 30 emergency phones are located on 
UNO’s campus for students and staff. One was 
recently planted just south of Roskens Hall. 

College women are victims of assault less often 
than non-students of approximately the same age, 
according to the U.S. Department of Justice. 

Organizations in the Omaha area, such as 
the Young Women’s Christian Association, are 
working to ensure that more women in the metro 
area do not become another crime statistic. 

Mary Larsen, community affairs director at 
YWCA, wants every woman to remember a few 
things if she is out alone. Attackers are looking 
for vulnerable and accessible people to catclr off 
guard, so she said to always stay alert. 

If a woman suspects someone she knows is 
following her, she should listen to her instinct and 
try not to be isolated with that individual, Larsen 
said. A woman should draw as much attention to 
herself as she can if she is being approached in an 
uncomfortable way. 

“Always carry yourself witha lot of confidence,” 
Larsen said. “Vulnerability is a key thing an 
attacker looks for.” 

A woman can limit her chances of being 
victimized if she is not using alcohol or drugs, 
Larsen said. If a woman is intoxicated, she is even 
more vulnerable to be attacked. 

If a woman is being attacked, her keys and 
sometimes even high heels can be used as a 
defensive weapon, Larsen said. 

She also said that most women try to pull 
away when someone has a tight grip on their hand 
or forearm, but the best way to get an attacker 
to release them is to push in toward them. Often 
women would not even think to do that. 

Women are also more likely to be assaulted by 
someone they know, or think they know, than a 
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random stranger, Larsen said. 

“We are very trusting people,” Larsen said. 
“It's OK not to be welcoming with everyone. 
Always trust your instinct.” 

The YWCA, located at 222 S. 29th St., has more 
information on assault, how a woman can protect 
herself and self-defense classes in the Omaha 
area. 

UNO also offers escorts for those who do not 
feel safe walking back to their cars at night alone. 
Campus Security can be reached at (402) 554-2648 
or use the Hot-Line Information Telephone located 
in the south foyer of the Eppley Administration 
Building after normal business hours for 
assistance. 


Tips for Staying Safe 


Campus Security offers the following tips for 
keeping safe and preventing crime on campus: 

- Safety in numbers: If you have a concern for your 
personal safety while on campus, Campus Security 
will provide you with an escort. 

- Report suspicious and unusual activities to 
Campus Security. 

- Don’t leave personal belongings unattended. 

- A good chain and a poor lock do not work. 
Consider high-security locks and chains for your 
bicycle, moped or motorcycle. Ultra high-security 
locks are on sale at the UNO Bookstore at a special 
price. 

- An engraver for your bicycle, moped or 
motorcycle can be checked out from Campus 
Security. 

- Lock your car and take the keys with you. 

- Campus Security can assistant you with crime 
prevention on or off campus.

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Mavericks look to rebound after tough road loss to Minnesota Duluth

The Maverick men’s basketball team suffered its 
second loss of the season and first loss within the 
North Central Conference last Saturday at the hands of 
Minnesota Duluth. After taking it on the chin in their 
first in-conference road game of the season, UNO had an 
opportunity to rebound as they faced the No. 3 team in 
the country, South Dakota, Thursday night in Vermillion, 


S.D. Results of this game were unknown at press time. 


Another big chance for the Mavs to respond. will 
present itself Saturday afternoon at the Sapp Fieldhouse 


in the form of a rivalry game against North Dakota. 


The Fighting Sioux have won five out of the last six 
meetings in the series and will arrive in Omaha with 
perhaps their most talented roster since the turn of the 
millennium. UNO Head Coach Derrin Hansen recently 
referred to North Dakota as, top to bottom, one of the 


most athletic teams in the country. 


Emmanuel Little, UND’s senior forward, brings 
2006-07 All-NCC credentials and nearly 16 points and 
eight rebounds per game through his first 18 games of 


this season into this weekend’s showdown. 


In the unexpected upset by Minnesota Duluth, the 


Mavericks failed to score over 60 points for the first time 
this season. UNO is averaging nearly 87 points per game 


for the season and has only been held under 70 points 
twice. These rare flops represent the only two losses for 
UNO thus far. _ 


UNO’s high-powered offense is led by Michael 


Jenkins, who is averaging 15.8 points per game. The 
_» junior guard/ forward has continued to push this team 

to prominence on the floor with his ability to attack the 

basket this season. ren ae 


Jenkins appears to have the ability to draw contact 


at will.on the floor as he has shot a total of 109 free 


i throwsg connecting on 89 of them for an 82*percent free 
throw pertentage for this season. The next highest total 
on the féam in free throw attempts belongs to Andrew 


Bridger with 56. 
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Seniors Denny Johnston and Jerry Bennett have also 
been playing big minutes for the Mavericks throughout 
the season. 

Johnston is fourth on the team in scoring, averaging 
11.4 points per game, and leads the team in minutes 
played. Johnston fills up the stat line each night with 
fundamentally sound, all-around team play. He ranks 
second in the team in rebounds, assists and blocks. 
The senior also ranks fourth on the team in steals and 
averages over one three-point made per game while 
shooting 42 percent from downtown. 

Bennett has been dominating the paint for the 
Mavericks night in and night out. He has already 
achieved five double-doubles for the year and has been a 
constant scoring option for the Mavericks in the post. 

Bennett is leading the team in rebounds with 8.1 
per game, ranks third on the team in scoring with 11.5 
points per game and is shooting nearly 60 percent from 
the field. Bennett also leads the team in blocks with 19 
on the season. | 7 

Point guard Andrew Bridger has come on as of late 
as a powerful scoring option for the Mavs.

UNO’s high point totals each night have also been 
aided by consistent bench play. 

Brothers Tyler and Mitch Albers have been raining 
down three pointers on opponents. Mitch has dropped 
31 3-pointers on the season, and Tyler has added 
27 through 17 games. Both brothers are shooting an 
impressive 40 percent from beyond the arc for the 
season. 

The old basketball adage, good offense is started 
at the defensive side of the ball, definitely reigns true 
for this year’s Mavericks. The Mavs have held their 
opponents to an ice cold 40 percent shooting average. 

Teams facing UNO have been lucky to get above 70 
points on the season as the Mavs have given up over 70 
in just seven games out of 17. 

The Mavericks have a tough stretch ahead of them as 
they look to fight back from the upset loss to Minnesota 
Duluth over the last weekend. If the Mavericks can 
get back on track offensively in this week’s upcoming 
matches, another win streak could be on the horizon. 

Tickets to tomorrow’s showdown between the Mavs 
and the Sioux will be available free for UNO students. 
Tip-off is scheduled at 4 p.m.

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UNO women look to snap six game losing streak to Fighting Sioux-

Tomorrow afternoon Head Coach Gene Roebuck and 
the third-ranked Fighting Sioux of North Dakota (17-1 
overall, 2-1 in North Central Conference play) will make 
their way down I-29 to battle the Mavericks (15-3, 1-1) for 
bragging rights that have belonged to UND for the past 
three seasons. 

Since the 2004-05 season, UNO has been unable to taste 
victory against North Dakota. Only in UNO Head Coach 
Patty Patton Shearer’s inaugural season were the Mavs 
able to defeat the Fighting Sioux in a 77-72 overtime victory. 
Since then, Shearer and the Mavs have gone 0-6 against the 
Sioux, losing by an average of 22.5 points per game. 

But there’s a completely different aura surrounding 
this year’s contest, as this game will match two of the 


_ league's elite scoring and defending teams. According to 


Shearer, ball control should play a huge role in Saturday’s 
outcome. 

“We need to possess the ball much more than we have 
recently,” Shearer said. “We are averaging 19 turnovers a 
game, so those extra eight or nine possessions could be a 
real factor.” 

Offensively, UND is ranked third in the conference 
in scoring, averaging 79.1 points per game. The Mavs are 
right on their heels, averaging 76.1 points per game, good 
enough for fourth in the NCC. 

Defensively, UND ranks first in the NCC, allowing 
only 57.8 points per game. The Mavs come in a close 
second, allowing only 58 points per game. 

In order for the Mavs to walk away with a win 
Saturday, juniors Amanda Broadsack and Cayla Hargrove 
must contain North Dakota’s 6-foot-2 center Ashley Langen. 
Langen is averaging 19 points per game, third in the NCC, 
and leads the league in rebounds with 14.5 per game.

She also tops the conference in field goal percentage, 
shooting .727 from the floor so far this season. 

“We need to dominate the boards,” Shearer said. 
“Going up against two all-conference players in Ashley 
Langen and [Kierah] Kimborough, it is a real key that we 
do a great job rebounding and not give them any second 
chances.” 

Langen was recently named NCC Player of the Week 
as she led her team to back-to-back conference road wins 
against St. Cloud State and Minnesota State, Mankato. 

But the Fighting Sioux will have their hands full as 
well in tackling the duo of sophomore Alyssa Green and 
junior LaToya Wright. 

Green is averaging a team high 13.8 points per game, 
currently the eighth-best mark in the NCC in that category. 
Wright is close behind, averaging 12 points per game. Both 
rank in the top 10 in rebounding and offensive rebounds 
per game. Each has the talent to take it the rim and take 
over a basketball game at any point. 

From a team comparison standpoint, UNO and UND 
both rank in the top four of the conference in nearly every 
statistical category. 

The Mavs are 8-2 in their last 10 games and the Fighting 
Sioux are 9-1 in their last 10. 

This should be an exciting game to watch and will
